Meat and Work 


TH experience of workers in war plants 

is bringing into question the meat ration- 
ing provision which assigns two pounds to 
all individuals—to an infant as well as to, a 
steel or shipyard worker. 

It stands to reason that this seeming equal - 
ity is really working out to be an inequality, 
since it does not take into consideration the 
real situation. 

Proposals to change the rationing rules to 
provide more meat for workers in heavy 
industry and less for those who do not re- 
quire it are growing in number. They have 
come recently from the anthracite coal fields 
of Pennsylvania (Local 6765 of the United 

ine Workers), from the officials of the New 
York Shipyard Workers Council, and yester- 
day from the CIO Council of New York City, 

It seems to us that these requests for ad- 
justing meat rationing to work done should 
be granted.

V }CTORIES over Hitler's armies
